It is hereby notified for the information of all concerned that 
a new Sub Treasury will be established at Pandalam in Mavelikkara 
Taluk of Alleppey District and it will start functioning from a dete 
to be fixed by the Government after 15 days from the date of 
publication of the notification in the Gazette . 

2. The new Sub Treasury will be conducting its cash business 
except Pension and Savings Bank at the State Bank of Travancore 
Branch , Pandalam and will have jurisdiction over the area of the 
following Panchayats in Chengannur and Mavelikkara Taluks of 
Alleppey District: 

Mazhuveli 
2. Kulanada 
3. Pandalam 
4. Palamel 
5. Pandalam Thekkekara 
6. Noornad 
7. Thamarakulam 

8. Thumpamon 
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3. No claims against Government arising in the area rulerred 
in para 2 above will be paid from any Treasury or Sub Treasury 
other than the Sub Treasury , Pandalam from the date of its opening 
except under special orders of the competent authority . 

4. Notwithstanding anything contained in para 3 above, the 
drawing accounts of the administrators of personal Deposit Acccunts , 
the Local Fund Deposit Accounts and Judicial Deposit Accounts 
pertaining to the above area will continue to be operated at the 
Treasury at which they are now operated until the Adininistrators 
of such accounts get themselves placed in account with the Sub 
Treasury , Pandalam by the Accountant General. Similarly the 
Treasury Savings Bank Deposit Accounts located in the abovesaid 
area which are now operated at another Treasury will continue to 
be operated at the same Treasury till the depositors concerned get 
such s . B. Accounts transferred to the Sub Treasury Pandalam in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed for the transfer of the 
S. B. Accounts. The pensioners pertaining to the above said area 
who are drawing their pension from another Treasury will continue 
to draw it from the same Treasury until they get the payment of 
their pension transferred to the Sub Treasury , Pandalam in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed for such transfer. 
However the pension payment orders in respect of thc pensioners 
residing within the jurisdiction of the new Sub Treasury who are 
drawing pension by postal money order will stand automatically 
transferred to the new Sub Treasury from the date of its opening. 

5. The entire transactions of stamps including the issuc of service 
postage stamps, supply of stamps to vendors and issue of opium to 
addicts stocking and distribution of saleable forms and safe custody 
of departmental cash chests and other valuables under Rule 157 and 
158 of the Kerala Treasury Code, Volume I within the jurisdiction 
of the Sub Treasury, Pandalam will be carried out by the Sub 
Treasury with effect from the date of its opening after observing the 
necessary formalities, if any , in the matter.

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NOTIFICATION 
UNDER SECTION 6 OF THE KERALA SURVEY AND BOUNDARIES 

ACT , 1961 
El. 581/77. 

21st January 1977 . 
Whereas the Government have directed the survey of land comprised in 
survey number noted below in Pananchery Village , Trichur Taluk it is hereby 
notified under sub -section (1 ) of Section 6 of the Kerala Survey and Bound 
aries Act, 1961, that survey operation will be started in the village soon and 
the survey number of the said village noted below will be demarcated and 
surveyed and that every person claiming to be interested in the registered 
land situated within or adjoining the under mentioned land is hereby in 
vited to attend immediately either in person or by agent on the surveyor 
employed in the locality and also from time to time when called upon for 
the purpose of pointing out the boundaries and supplying information in 
connection therewith . 

Under sub -section (2 ) of Section 6 of the said Act, this notification shall 
be held to be a valid notice to every person having any interest in the 
said land . 

Under sub-section (3) of Section 6 of the above said Act, all the 
registered holders are hereby required 

(a ) to clear within 15 days by cutting down or removing any trees , 

jungle, fences, standing crops or other material obstructions, 
the boundaries or other lines the clearance of which may be 
necessary for the purposes of survey ; and 
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(9 ) to provide labour at such time and for such periods as may 

froin time to time be required by furnishing flag holders and 

chainmen ; and 
(c) to provide suitable survey marks and otherwise to give such 

assistance in the survey as may be demanded under the said 

Act or the rules made thereunder . 
If any person fails to comply with these requisitions under clauses (a ) 
to (c ) mentioned above, the work will be got done by employing hired 
labour and the cost thereof will be recovered from the defaulters as provided 
in the Act and rules made thereunder.
